Eai nost- 
ness I a new wend in pulilics. And 
why not earnostneBS '{ Ih U a tiling im- 
possible that men should pursue the 
aima and objects of public tile with the 
same zeal, tbo same sei kin^, tho same 
iotensity of purpose, an thoy bring lo 
bear upon pri^'ate biisiiieps '/ is it any 
arguunent uguiiift tlio iritroducuoo ot 
earnestness into our political crood thai 
it is a new tenet? liuvo we n'U liud 
enough, and more than en"ugh, of laissez 
/at'rcand of that dilettantism which wil: 
not be at the trouble to investigate or 
question the propriety ot things, but is 
content to lake lli«ir existence for 
granted, ah<.Ueriug itself from t: e cliurgo 
of laziness behind iho easy-going 
proverb which bids us "live and let live." 
There ar« many thit gs in our political 
economy wbiob ought ooi to live I It 
ia greatly owing to this ii.difterenoo, this 
indi8po>*ition to ournes' m-ss of action in 
political lite, that the iitl'uis ol the Col- 
ony are in such ill condition, that public 
sentiment is in such a state of uuhoalthy 
inertia. Like WUkins Micanber, the 
great bolk of the colonists have, welcivr, 
been waiting in a sort ot lackadasiCiil 
spirit for someihing to turn up to their 
advantage, for some power to do fui 
them thai which, as a ( ominuiiity, th-j 
should do for iheinsclvc". Thus have 
we, as a Colony, boon listlessly drilt n^' 
with the lido until we buve come uiieoin 
fortably near standing. Wo would not 
be misunderstood horo. We do not 
want tho people to befumo poliuciiuih 
in Ifao demagogue souse, but in ibiu 
■ense which will lend every colonist 
to feel himself an integral part oi 
the responsible whole, a <ueraber of the 
body-p< lilic, who has a distinct duty to 
perform; in that Beiise wiiicli will bud 
bim to apply himvelt suflieieiiily to the 
study of tho country, its caijubiliiies 
and wants, its public men and insliiu- 
liou8,tP enable bini lo discharge the po- 
litical duties resting upon bim with iii- 
teliigenco, firmness and effectivenes . 
The answer to much of this will doubt- 
less be that, deprivea of representaiivD 
in-iituiions, denied any pracic.il nhnre 
in tbo management of public uUairs, tm- 
Colonists have been and are politically 
powerless— dead! In ibis there is much 
force of truth. U ii- painfully true th a 
a wretched political system has lold 
sadiv again-l tho Colony, lis tondern y 
has been to make VVilkias lUicawluTH ol 
us all ; to educate the people iiuo a 
leckles's, fai'-hleSB, unsulfreliant cnndi tion 
Of mind, one which leads thi-m to wait 
for a Government which »»b8 disinherited 
ihem of their political birthright to do 
Tery many things which wire better 
done by themselves. This is one ot tlio 
fatal consequences of our political sys- 
tem. Yet iboro aro Hpccial reasons at 
the present raomcut why a people thus 
effominated, politically demoralized, 
■honld make a great otlort to shake off 
the fatal lethargy, this horrid night- 
mare that has boon sottliof,' down \i\>oi\ 
them. By the iron and inexorable Uigiu 
of events soverul great questions aro 
now pressing; ihoiiiselves upori public 
attention,and upon the manner in which 
some of these qnestiouB receive aticnii^ii 
and solution will greatly depend tlio fu- 
ture destiny ot this Cobmy, as well us 
the wellbeiug ot tho prtnen., and lutun* 
generations. There is every rca-ion lo 
believe the new Govumor is a man of 
sense and action. It will not take him 
long to form a tolerably corre'U juiig- 
ment with regard to the situation ; bu 
npou tbo conduct of the people niu^^ijiii 
a groat measure, depend tho iiiiuoriani.
